mann, Vermont Commissioner of 
Public Safety and chairman of 
the N, E, State Police Adminis- 
trators Conference. 

A determined stand has been 
taken in Washington in the inter- 
est of New England because of 
the government’s policy on re- 
sidual oil restrictions which, if 
continued, will cost oil users in 
the region an additional $10,000,- 
000 a year in operating expenses. 

A new vacation center has been 
opened in New York's Rockefeller 
Plaza where every month thou- 
sands of Americans inquire about 
and plan trips to New England. 

These are just some results of 
New England Council effort in the 
last few months. 

What Is The Council? 

Good question. While there are 
few who haven't heard of it, there 
are many unmindful of its fune- 
tions. The question cannot be an- 
swered in one sentence. 

Had the United States been 
settled from West to East, New 
England - which could fit inside 
several other states - would prob- 
ably have been settled as one state. 

We can be thankful this didn’t 
happen - but - of course - six 
States in such a small geographic 
area present certain economic 
problems which require united ac- 
tion on a regional scale. 

Formed By Govemors 

The New England Council was 
established by the six New Eng- 
land governors 35 years ago. This 
completely regional organization 
has three main objectives: to rep- 
resent New England in Washington 
on matters that are of particular 
significance to the region; to en- 
courage continued and expanded 
co-operation among all depart- 
ments of government within our six 
states and to promote, both within 
and without the region, every facet 
of the New England economy. 
Interstate Operations 

A striking example of the Coun- 
cil’s role as a co-ordinating agency 

was its promotion this year of a 

conference of top State Police 

officials of the six-state area. It 
resulted in establishment of the 
New England State Police Ad- 
ministrators Conference which has 
initiated a four-way study into the 
problems of training, an effective 
exchange of intelligence informa- 
tion, improved methods of arson 
investigation and study of uniform 
speed limits and traffic laws for 
all six states. Another outstanding 
example is the Council’s role in 
the opening of the New England 
Vacation Center in New York's 
Rockefeller Plaza. Like the Boston 
headquarters, it is truly a New 
England embassy. Thousands of 
Americans and tourists of all 
nations write, call or visit the New 
England Vacation Center every 
month, 

Department Activity 

The Council carries outits aims 
through a number of departments, 
the heads of which are specialists 
in their fields. The NEC activities 
include transportation, industrial 
development, manufacturing, fuel, 
energy, tax and fiscal matters, 
natural resources, interstate re=- 
lations, industry aids to education 
and vacation-travel. 

News Bureau 

The Council also maintains its 
own news bureau and public rela= 
tions department which deals with 
all media on a nationwide basis 
and is constantly réceiving and 
fulfilling assignments for New 
England stories used by the news 
services, regional and national 
press, radio and television and 
for the Voice of America as well 
as the nation’s magazines and 
network outlets, 

The Council publishes its own 
magazine, The New Englander, 
highly readable mirror of business 
happenings in the six-state area, 
Widely quoted, it goes to more

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EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 


3-Year Policy Needed 


A problem without an apparent solution appears to 
plague the School Committee, as it grapples with teachers’ 
salaries. 

Simply, the Committee can not bind another committee 
to any program concerning salaries. The only definite 
action a Committee can take is to present the annual 
budget, based on whatever policies it believes to be best. 

But any new committee can change these policies the 


next year, 
Thus, for example, a School Committee decision on a 


salary schedule is good only for the year it is made. By 
next March, after elections, it is possible that the mem- 
bership of the Board will have changed, and new members 
may have very different ideas. 

Members can, during their term of office, study various 
phases of the salary situation, and make recommendations 
based on their studies. And if the Committee approves 
the recommendations, that vote is good only for the one 
year that the membership remains constant. 

Naturally, if outgoing members run for re-election and 
are successful, policies can be continued for a second 
year or as long as a majority favoring them is maintained. 
But this is always uncertain, at best. 

We’re not opposed to studies, nor to the adoption of 
policies based on careful analysis of the entire salary 
Situation. 

But we can understand how any teacher might become 
slightly uneasy when contemplating the fact that policies 
can be altered and changed so very easily. 

At the moment, a sub-committee of the School Committee 
is beginning to study the salary question — and plans to 
report in the spring so that plenty of time can be given to 
the subject. In the meantime, raises of $200 are planned 
for the faculty, within a salary schedule that reaches 
from $4,200 to $6,600. In a three year period, for those 
already at maximum of $6,200, the new maximum may be 
reached, Others on lower steps of the schedule will get 
their $200 also. 

All this can be changed next year, and the year after 
and in every succeeding year, depending on the makeup 
of the Committee at the time. 

There should be some way for a School Committee to 
make a decision that is binding on its successors for, say, 
a three-year period. This would give a new schedule a 
chance to prove itself before ambitious Committee mem- 
bers can change it again. 


Work, Finances Needed Now 


On many occasions we have heard the comment ‘‘Oh, 
industry will come. Just wait until the new roads are 
in”’ 

Is 
grow industrially? 

Will industry come here, regardless of roads, of its own 
accord, and without some effort by the town? 

Of course the answer is no. Yet too many times there is 
an apparent blind acceptance that industry will just 
“‘appear’’, without work, without sacrifice. 

This is far from reality. Few people, and fewer towns, 
get something for nothing. If we want industry, we must be 
willing to work for it, to extend ourselves financially in 
order to get the industry, for its future value to the town. 

If industry is valuable to us, if we really need it here, 
then we should stop kidding ourselves and make realistic 
plans” to attain our goal. If some services must be ex- 
tended, put them in whenever this is required. 

We should do the things that must be done, not just 
wait for something to happen. 


Few Committees, Greater Efficiency 


Town Manager Thomas E, Duff recently told the Select- 
men that he would prefer to have department directors 
report directly to him, rather than to have a committee as 
a buffer between director and manager. 

His point makes good sense. 

While the manager remains in charge of the town’s ad- 


this a valid answer to the community’s desire to 


ministrative functions, he should never be placed in a 
position where his authority is less than complete, or 
where his responsibility can be questioned. If he is wrong, 
then that’s his fault, But he should not be placed in the 
position of inheriting blame for a committee’s decision, 
when he, not the committee, should make all the adminis- 
trative judgments.

An arid, wind-swept planet that 
is one of our near neighbors in 
space is fast closing up the gap 
between us as it travels through 
the heavens on its biennial **close 
approach to Earth’’ journey.

they’ve been for the last two years 
and two months. 

Actually, Earth and Mars do get 
lots closer than this on occasion. 
In September, 1956, they were only 
35 million miles apart, and theyll 
be that close againin August, 1971. 

By those standards, this year’s 
approach might not be considered 
so special to the average person. 
Nonetheless, astronomers allover 
the globe will try their luck at 
observing the mysterious Red 
Planet and right now are readying 
their telescopes for the event. 

They’re hoping to get another 
peek at Mars’s mysterious 
**canals,’’ still an unsolved puzzle 
to scientists, although new camera 
techniques, telescope satellites, 
and space probes may soon unravel 
the mystery. 

In the meantime, most of us will 
see Mars only as a brilliant 
reddish-yellow ‘te vening star,” 
this week rising about an hour after 
sunset. 

Dec. 30, five days after the 
closest-approach date, the Red 
Planet will be exactly opposite the 
sun in the sky - astronomers call 
that being in ‘‘opposition.’’ At that 
time, it will rise about sunset and 
stay visible all night. 

Often dubbed a weird world in | 
outer space, in reality Mars is 
more like the Earth than anyother | 
planet. It has athin atmosphere and 
winds, moderate to very coldtem= | 
peratures, polar caps, seasons, a | 
day only slightly longer than ours, | 
and probably plant life. Two-thirds | 
of its surface is desert, swept by 
gigantic duststorms. 

And, in addition, it has these 
strange markings called ‘*‘canals*’
